St. Louis police have failed to 
solve 78 per cent of the major 
crimes committed in the city the 
first three months of this year, 


compared with less than 73 per 
cent not cleared up the first 
three months of 1954, a study 
of Police Department records by 
the Post-Dispatch showed today. 

In the same three-month peri- 
od this year the number of major 
crimes committed rose 24 per 
cent as compared with the num- 
ber committed in the January- 
March period last year. The 
year 1954 was the worst year on 
record here, with a 24 per cent 
increase for the entire year as 
compared with 1953. 


Decline in Percentages. 


Solutions of crimes lagged 
after the first three months of 
1954 and the percentage of 
solved crimes finally dropped 
to 22 per t for the entire 
year, the lowest in six years. A 
steady decline of percentages of 
solved crimes has occurred in 
the six-year span. 

The major crimes used as a 
basis for the figures include 
murder and non-negligent man- 
slaughter, rape, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault, burglary, larceny 
and automobile theft. 

While the Police Department, 
has made arrests which led to 
solution of several of the most 
serious crimes committed in St. 
Louis this year, many armed 
robberies, affrays, burglaries 
and larcenies have gone un- 
solved.

WASHINGTON, May 5 — A 
code of ethics designed to elim- 
inate crooked union health and 
welfare funds was issued today 
by the executive council of the 


American Federation of Labor 
for distribution to all affiliated 
unions and union local officers. 

George Meany, AFL president, 
expressed confidence that a sim- 
iliar code would be adopted as 
part of the policy of the new 
15,000,000-member united Labor 
movement scheduled to be cre- 
ated 
merger of the AFL and CIO. The 
CIO, Meany pointed out, is in 
agreement on essential points 
designed to protect union mem- 
bers and funds from exploitation 
through improper administra- 
tion of health and welfare funds. 

If a union fails to meet ethical 
standards .pertaining to the 
funds, Meany point said, it runs 
the risk of expulsion or suspen- 
sion by convention action under 
the general charge of corrupt- 
ness, just as the longshoremen 
were gxpelled by the St. Louis 
convention of the AFL in 1953. 
Warns of Cloak to Hurt Unions. 

“We do not intend to have 
autonomy of unions used as a 
cloak to enable a union to hurt 
the labor movement,” Meany 
said. 

Under present plans the execu- 
tive board of the new labor body 
would be empowered to take 
disciplinary action in cases of 
corruption between conventions. 

Major provisions of the code 
governing welfare funds are: 

No paid union representa- 
tive to receive extra compen- 
sation or benefits for his serv- 
ice in administering a welfare 
program. 

No union representative to 
have any connection with any 
concern or agency seeking to 
do business with the fund. 

Any trustee, whether em- 
ployer or neutral, would be 
barred from receiving extra 
benefits from the fund or the 
union. 

The union to take prompt 
action with the appropriate 
public authorities if any indi- 
vidual is found abusing his 
trust. 

In cases where health and 
welfare services are to be under- 
written by a commercial insur- 
ance company competitive bids 
should be obtained from a num- 
ber of reliable firms for com- 
plete coverage. 

Audit of Records. 

Complete financial records 
should be maintained and aud- 
ited by independent certified 
public accountants, preferably 
semi-annually and their reports 
should be open. All audit reports 
should be made available to the 
membership of the union. 

A full annual report on wel-| 
fare fund operations shouid be. 
given to all union members. The 
report should contain a detailed 
financial break-down including 
disclosure of all salaries, fees 
and expenses paid by the fund. 

Each national and interna- 
tional union should police the 
funds by requiring approval and 
review by the parent body of 
funds conducted by local unions. 

Investment of welfare fund 
reserves in the business of any 
contributing employer or in any 
bank, insurance company or 
other concern doing business 
with the fund would be pro- 
hibited. Nor could funds be in- 
vested in any enterprise in 
which anyone associated with 
the fund was interested. 

The council also suggested 
possibility of federal and state 
legislation for more protection 
of welfare funds. In order to 
qualify for tax deductions every 
employer contributing to a wel- 
fare plan should be required by 
law to file an annual financial 
report with the Bureau of In- 

rnal Revenue. 

Ceuncil Statement. 

The council stated that: “It 
should be emphasized that the 
duty of policing and enforcing 
these standards is shared by 
every union member, as well as 
by local, national and interna- 
tional officials. Efficiency in the 
administration of health And 
welfare funds should not be pur- 
chased at the price of union 
democracy. The best and the 
only ultimate safeguard of local 
autonomy and democracy lies in 
the hands of a vigilant, informed 
and active membership, jealous 
of their rights and interests in 
the operation of health and wel- 
fare programs, as well as any 
other trade union program. As a 
fundamental part of any ap- 
proach to the problem of po- 
licing health and welfare funds, 
affiliated unions, through edu- 
cation, publicity and discussion 
programs, should endeavor to 
encourage and develop. the 
widest possible degree of active 
and informed interest in all 
phases of these programs on the 
part of the membership at 
large.” 

Suggested State Legislation. 

Suggested state legislation 
would bar payment of excessive 
commissions and service charges 
where insurance agents and 
brokers are employed. In cases 
where they are not employed 
state insurance laws should be 
amended to drop a provision 
that commissions must be paid. 
The council said such “unearned 
commissions” should be used for 
the benefit of union members 
covered by health and welfare

Meany said that replies were 
received from 68 unions repre- 
senting more than 75 per cent 


of the AFL membership. Thirty- 
nine unions indorsed the sug- 
gestions without reservation; 12 
expressed general approval; 10

Meany announced yesterday 
that a special convention of AFL 
“which might last only an hour” 
would convene in Chicago Aug. 
11 to go through formality of 
changing the date of the AFL 
convention from Sept. 15 to Dec.

GASOLINE REPORT 
REFLECTS RISE IN

The steadily increasing volume 
of motor vehicles using St. Louis 
streéts was reflected today th 
figures, released by City Comp- 
troller Milton Carpenter, show- 
ing gasoline consumption in the 


first quarter of 1955 was 49,- 
531.000 gallons, as compared 
with 47,890,000 in a similar per- 
‘iod last year.

Total consumption last year was 
199,000,000 gallons in St. Louis.

Educational programs for pub- 
lic health nurses must be 
broadened to include sociology, 
psychology, philosophy and an- 
thropology, it was agreed yes- 
terday in a panel discussion at 
the National League for Nurs- 
ing convention in Kiel Audi- 
torium.

I have read with some regret your 
editorial of May 1 in which it appears 
that your great newspaper may be 
selling short the educational oppor- 

. tunities of the boys and girls of Mis- 
souri by your attack upon related 
revenue measures. 

An examination of the Joint Legis- 
lative Education Study Committee 
proposals will show that the program 
is not unrealistic or over-ambitious. 
Surely no one would ask for less for 
our future citizens. 

The addition of $22,000,000 to Mis- 
souri’s current educational expendi- 
tures would increase our state’s rank 
in expenditure per pupil in average 
daily attendance from a tie for thir- 

. ‘tyfirst and thirty-second to a rank 
of nineteenth; and it would make the 
total amount provided by the state 
$99.72 per pupil compared to $102 
per pupil from state sources for the 
nation. 

The program attempts to carry out 
rinciples your paper has advocated: 
nereasing the local levy for partici- 

pation; placing schools on a budget- 
ary basis, and distributing state funds 
in such a manner as to encourage the 
reorganization of schoo] districts. 

Your paper has rightly made a case © 

for additional funds for higher edu- 
cation in Missouri. However, for 
1953-54, according to the Report of 
the Department of Revenue, only 
19.15 per cent of all state disburse- 
ments went for education, including 
the colleges, universities, school for 
the blind, school for the deaf, the 
state department of education and the 
public schools. This is quite different 
from your statement that, “Missouri

Victory on Trade 


Senate passage of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act presents the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion with a notable victory—and with a challenge. 

The victory is all the sweeter for having been 
unexpected. Only a few weeks ago experienced 
Washington observers were predicting that the 
protectionist bloc would cut the Administration 
bill to pieces with destructive amendments unless 
the President displayed a leadership not visible 
up to then. 

Passage of the bill comes in the Administra- 
tion’s third year, following two years of tariff 
policy stalemate, during which the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act became virtually a dead 
letter. Now, after two earlier defeats, the Act 
is extended for a healthy three years, and it 
permits tariff reductions up to 15 per cent. 

True, Mr. Eisenhower did not succeed until 
both branches of Congress had passed under 
Democratic leadership. But it remains signifi- 
cant that the first Republican Administration in 
20 years has recorded as one of its major 
achievements a reversal of the Republican 
party’s historic tariff policy. ‘Judging by this 
vote, a substantial majority of Republicans and 
Democrats alike now supports the low-tariff, re- 
ciprocal trade agreement policy fashioned by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Cordell Hull during 
the first Roosevelt Administration. 

The Senate vote of 75 to 13 for passage re- 
vealed the two parties as dividing in almost ex- 
actly the same way—Republicans 38 to 7 for 
passage, Democrats 37 to 6 for passage. 

Including Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, who 
was paired against the bill, the protectionist rear 
guard numbered 14 Senators. In its ranks were 
the two Senators from Idaho, Wyoming, North 
Dakota, Nevada and West Virginia, and one each 
from Indiana, Wisconsin, Oklahoma and South 
Carolina. Here is the list:

The challenge that goes with the victory is the 
Administration's responsibility to administer the 
law in such a way as to produce the maximum 
stimulation to trade and the general lowering 
of trade barriers. The test will be not the law 
alone but the number and quality of trade agree- 
ments negotiated under it. 

This is all the more true since the Administra- 
tion chose to accept without a fight the escape 
clause and peril point provisions attached to 
the Act by protectionist forces in recent years. 

Some experts, notably those advising the 
business men's Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, believe that these restrictive clauses 
can be used to nullify the effectiveness of the 
Act. They point out that only one significant 
trade agreement has been negotiated since these 
clauses were written into the law. 

It is up to the Administration to demonstrate 
the contrary. Certainly a vigorous program of 
tariff-cutting negotiation is called for by the 
spirit of President Eisenhower's address to news- 
paper publishers on April 25, when he said that 
any abandonment of the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram would “strike a severe blow at the co- 
operative efforts of the free nations to build up 
their economic and military defenses.” 
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No Place for Prejudice 

A rich source of nurses to meet the nation’s 
chronic nursing shortage is going virtually un- 
used. Proper care is being denied to the ill, the 
aged, and the mentally disturbed. In Missouri 
this is particularly distressing, for the state's 
mental hospitals can never get enough qualified 
attendants, and care of the senile is a perennial. 
problem which complicates the work of other 
phases of public health as well. 

And for what inhumane reason are these po- 
tential nurses being denied to those who need 
them? For racial prejudice, which is always 
inhumane. Lester B. Granger, executive director 
of the National Urban League,.tells the National 
League for Nursing, in convention here, that 
hospitals are failing to employ or promote quali- 
fied persons—because of the color of their skins 
or their national origins. 

Here assuredly is an instructive example of 
how the prejudiced person injures himself. He 
deprives himself, and his loved ones, of neces- 
sary nursing care, because of his attitude con- 
cerning race. 
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The Log Cabin Runs Out 

Nearly 20 years ago Thurman Arnold wrote a 
book entitled “The Folklore of Capitalism,” and 
not too many of its readers in the upper reaches 
of our economic system found it amusing. The 
folklore of American politics is much funnier. 
This is no conclusion on our part but the 
first-hand observation of our objective reporter 
who heard the countless sallies of laughter that 
punctuated Roger Butterfield’s address at the 
annual dinner of the Missouri Historical Society 
Wednesday night at the Chase. 

With what might be called bipartisan irrever- 
ence, Mr. Butterfield moved back and forth 
through our political history to show, for ex- 
ample, the influence of the simple country boy 


' symbol on selections for the White House. He 


remembered the 1924 campaign photograph of 
Calvin Coolidge “poised nervously on the back 
of a wheeled hay rig, minus his tie and detach- 
able collar, but with his shirt still buttoned 
firmly at the neck.” He remembered “the 
freshly starched overalls and the newly polished, 
high-button shoes.” And he recalled the Pres- 
ident’s Pierce-Arrow, Secret Service man on the 
running board, in the background ready to bear 
the haymaker away from the scene of his toil. 

Missouri’s Truman has been even more close- 
ly identified with the soil, and the speaker 
quoted from the first biography of the man from 
Independence. He could plow “as straight a 
furrow as could be found in all Missouri.” Rid- 
ing a gang plow all day long, it appeared, was 
where and how the former President, in his own 
words, first found “time to think.” 

The historian’s research showed that the late 
Wall Street utility lawyer, Wendell Willkie, in 
returning to Elwood, Ind., for his acceptance ad- 
dress in 1940, moved in the spirit of Gen. William 
Henry Harrison. Just a century earlier “Old 
Tippecanoe,” who lived in a stately white man- 
sion on the Ohio and sipped French wines, went 
before the country as a log cabin product dis- 
pensing hard cider. But, alas, not since Cordell 
Hull was a 1940 possibility has the log cabin 
threatened te take over the White House. 

As for the 1952 campaign, Mr. Butterfield 
aimed barbs at both winner and loser. He read 
a “shooting script” prepared for Adlai E. Steven- 
son’s visit to his Los Angeles birthplace, replete 
with Hollywood details—instructions for mount- 
ing the steps, applause, receipt of gifts and 
all. Mr. Butterfield might have added, for his- 


torical accuracy, that Mr. Stevenson took one 
look at the blatant press agentry and gave it the 
pitch. What Mr. Butterfield read was a public 
relations man’s dream that never took place. The 
rejection also belongs in our political folklore. 
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Presidential Pledge to Children 
The American people will certainly be dis- 
posed to accept President Eisenhower's heartfelt 
pledge that no child will miss Salk polio vacci- 
nation beeause of the cost. Yet the Administra- 


tion has not presented a definite plan to sup- | 


port this pledge. 

After promising vaccine for needy children, 
the President said he was thoroughly in favor 
of the voluntary distribution of the Salk vac- 
cine. This was his reply to congressional de- 
mands for a federal control system. Later the 
White House press secretary, James C. Hagerty, 
sought to clear up questions which still per- 
plexed reporters. 

Did the White House have a plan to back up 
the pledge of vaccine for children unable to 
pay? It did, said Mr. Hagerty. If an emergency 
developed, the Government would buy up and 
distribute free all vaccine not used in the pres- 
ent campaign by the: National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. 

Would such a plan be continued after this 
unspecified emergency, or what would children 
do thén? Mr. Hagerty had no specific answer. 

When the present supply problem is solved, 
will not many more children unable to pay for 
shots still need vaccination? Mr. Hagerty was 
unprepared to go into details. 

For the moment, the voluntary program is 
progressing and requires a fair test, without 
more than necessary Government supervision. 
But Salk vaccine was developed through the 
United States Public Health Service and the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis for the 
benefit of the people. If the present program 
does not provide blanket protection for younger 
children, or if too much vaccine escapes into 
private hands while children do without, the 
Government will be obliged to act. 

The .Administration should be prepared to 
support the President's pledge with a far more 
definite program than Mr. Hagerty’s outline. 
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For Congress and the Pentagon 

Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery, deputy 
commander of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation supreme headquarters in Europe and a 
man with vast experience in war, recently spoke 
in Paris to some 250 high ranking soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen who serve with him. 

He emphasized what has been known by mili- 
tary men for a long time: Reserve forces are of 
very little value unless they are truly reserve 
forces which can take the field on short notice 
and fill the breach alongside the regulars. Con- 
gress should heed these words by seeing that 
the bill designed to make our reserves something 
more than paper forces—and now pending be- 
fore it—is speedily passed. 

The Pentagon should heed these words by see- 
ing that reserve training is made just about 100 
per cent more effective than it now is. 
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Sandlots Without Sand 


Proposition 3 of the St. Louis bond program 
poses a question about that good old summer- 
time. Is it good in a big but faded city? 

Look at a park. It is so crowded on a Sunday 
that nature is buried in humanity. Look at a 
city baseball diamond. It is in such constant 
use that many teams cannot find one to play on. 
Look at a swimming pool. It is jammed with 
swimmers with little room ‘and most of them 
have no place to swim at all in winter. 

Or look at an empty lot full of bricks and 
broken glass. A sandlot without sand. That is 
where too many city children play. Or look at 
a fountain in a park. That is where some young- 
sters try to swim until chased away. 

The statistics tell only part of the story. They 
say St. Louis has only 10 year-round community 
centers compared with 63 in Kansas City. The 
city has only a third of the park acreage and a 
fifth of the playfield space it needs. 

Statistics tell little of a city that provides so 
little acreage to play in that its parks have some- 
times incubated more irritation than relaxation, 
and do little to discourage juvenile delinquency. 
Is this any way for a city to treat itself? 

Proposition 3 of the $110,639,000 is the an- 
swer. It will raise $11,000,000 for three new 
parks and community centers, for development 
of 12 existing parks, for new playfields and 
rebuilt grounds and field houses and pools. 

Proposition 3 has all the priority of a child 
who needs room to grow in, or a citizen who 
needs grass to rest on, come a fine summer day. 
And when May 26 comes, that is the time to vote 
for Proposition 3. 


Flying Higher Than the Oriol 

In the ripsnortingest election in Baltimore in 
a coon’s age, Mayor Thomas d’Alesandro Jr. 
was elected to a new term and a twenty-second 
straight victory in his remarkable series of races 
for seats in Baltimore, Annapolis and Washing- 
ton. The total vote, 12,000 higher than in any 
previous Baltimore election, was swelled pre- 
sumably by the 51-year-old Mayor's strong identi- 
fication of his candidacy with his efforts to get 
the St. Louis Browns transmigrated into the 
Baltimore Orioles. 

At any rate, in his campaign the Mayor took 
as much pride in the Orioles as he did in civic 
improvements, including a school program and 
the construction of an international airport. We 
would not pare anything from Mr. d’Alesandro’s 
achievement or his re-election in the face of 
heavy opposition, but as old Browns fans perhaps 
we may be permitted to suggest that His Honor's 
real test comes now. He has got the Orioles, 
but he has still to get them up out of the cellar. 
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Where St. Louis Needs Power 

Unless the Missouri House reverses itself, St. 
Louis will continue to be needlessly deprived of 
an essential tool for local law enforcement that 
is possessed by every other Missouri municipality. 

Under the law as it now stands police judges 
in St. Louis are powerless to compel non-resi- 
dents of the city to appear in court either as de- 
fendants or witnesses. This makes it extremely 
difficult to prosecute serious traffic cases— 
drunken driving, for example—when either the 
defendant or the principal prosecution witness 
lives outside the city. . 

The House last month gave tentative approval 
to a bill granting St. Louis this authority, but it 
has now changed its mind and killed the meas- 
ure. Evidently the pleas of opponents that the 
bill would permit the arrest of rural residents 
even on charges of overtime parking while visit- 
ing St. Louis was decisive. . 

That being the case, perhaps the bill can be 
revived and amended to meet this objection 
while at the same time granting the city the 
power it ought to have in all cases of violations 
of city ordinances.

With the Bricker Amendment threatening the favorite meas- 
ures in danger, Administration lacks shrewd political-leadership, 
pro-Eisenhower newspaper says; blames military background of 
the President; politics require not discipline but persuasion.

When the Administration’s tariff re- 
duction program (just passed by the 
Senate) was in a battle for its life, 
President Eisenhower lent a hand by 
going off to New York to deliver a lofti- 
ly phrased free trade speech before a 
meeting of newspaper executives. 

The Bricker Amendment, a proposed 
straitjacket for presidential treaty-mak- 
ing powers, now reappears on the Wash- 
ington scene with powerful backing— 
and the presidential circle meets the 
challenge in an at- 
mosphere of such 
confusion that a 
long-planned_ wit- 
ness stand appear- 
ance by the Secre- 
tary of State has to 
be postponed until 
the party line has 
been agreed upon.

It is not enough for the President to 
rise up in his official dignity, declare 
that such-and-such a policy must be 
adopted for such-and-such reasons, and 
then sit down again to wait for the coun- 
try and the Congress to fall obediently 
into line. He’s got to stay on the job, 
prod, persuade and convince, until he 
has won his point. 

Apparently, even after two and a 
half years, Mr. Eisenhower has not yet 
grasped this fact of life for Presidents. 

It still is not too late for him to learn, 
but the delay grows costlier by the hour. 


Bananas on Pike’s Peak? 
From The New York Times 


With hardly a ripple, the Senate has 
coolly authorized a series of public pow- 
er and reclamation projects for the 
Upper Colorado basin states at a cost 
that even the notoriously inadequate 
official estimates place at more than a 
billion and a half dollars. The power 
will be produced at fantastically high 
rates; the irrigatien per acre will cost 
many times the conceivable value of the 
land; and as an incidental by-product 
the National Park System will be threat- 
ened with ultimate destruction. 


This newspaper is all for developing 
the underdeveloped areas of our coun- 
try where feasible; but we do believe 
that large-scale developments ought to 
have some realistic relation to expected 
costs and benefits. It would of course 
be possible to grow bananas on top of 
the Rockies if one wanted to 
money; oat the greeny ~' dn’t this 
mo spent more advantageously 
soahéet? Hydro-electric power is im- 
portant to the West, but is it essential 
to produce hydro-electric power at great 
cost when steam power can be produced 
in the same area at a fraction of the 
price? And when atomic power. is 
around the corner? Even such an able 
defender of public power as Senator 
Neuberger concedes that U Colo- 
rado power will be prod at a rate 
so high it “precludes extensive use for 
competitive manufacturing.” 

It is strange to find the Eisenhower 


Administration, so devoted to good busi- 
ness management, so enthusiastic over 
the Upper Colorado. No “partnership” 
is involved here, reoumably because 
no business man in his right mind would 
invest in it. And even if the economics 
were sound there remains the impact 
that Echo Park Dam, one of the units 
of the power and water-storage complex, 
would have on the national parks of 
the United States. This dam would 
raise its 690 feet right in the middle of 
one of the finest protected areas of nat- 
ural scenery, and would flood two mag- 
nificent river canyons for many miles, 
To construct it Id set a ruinous 
precedent for invasi6n of other national 
parks and monuments, many of which 
are threatened by power, lumber or 
other interests. Figures supplied by the 
Reclamation Bureau to prove the neces- 
sity for this dam have been proved 
time and time again. Alternate 
sites hase been proposed by competent 
engineers. There is no good reason for 
rushing ahead to supply doubtful power 
needs decades hence, until careful 
studies of the alternatives are made.

In an African Outpost 


BEHIND THE MIRROR, by Robin Maugham. (Har- 
court, Brace & Co., 182 pqs., $3.50.) 

Robin Maugham, nephew of the cele- 
brated British novelist, is a scenario 
writer of British films. The narrator 
in his book is identically employed soe 
we may reasonably assume that the ex- 
periences of his hero are, at least par- 
tially, his own, 

David Brent comes to Tanganyika to 
secure legal consent from one.Norman 
Hartleigh to depict him in a film of the 
life of Daphne Moore, famous actress. 
It is thought that, years previously 
Hartleigh had been her lover. There 
proves, however, to be the widest con- 
ceivable discrepancy between the 
studio’s version and the actual facts. 

Brent discovers Hartleigh bears an 
infinite hatred for the deceased actress 
based on some very delicate events to 
which we are flashed back. While prob- 
ing for the truth of the relationshi 
Brent becomes uncomfortably tangled fn 
a local complication involving a sadist 
husband, an indiscreet wife and‘an over- 
eager young suitor. This last has suf- 
ficient plot in itself for a short novel 
and is erected upon the constant possi- 
bility of physical violence. 

The essential crisis, however, {s psy- 
chological and occurs in the mind of 
Norman Hartleigh. Here is a tragic 
figure, burdened, maligned, and too 
weak to defend himself. In the resolu- 
tion to the plot, he dies in an accident. 
Maugham resists the temptation to sug- 
gest that, in his death, Hartleigh sur- 
mounts his own weakness and, some- 
how or other, triumphs. Instead, he 
offers the death as one of the myste- 
rious indirections of life. Many the 
plot developments are similarly unpre- 
dictable, yet none are unreasonable or 
unnatural. 

It is appropriate to evaluate Robin 
Maugham’s novel with the work of his 


uncle only in so far as a demonstrable lit-. 


erary relationship may exist as, in fact, 
it does. Both men are interested in the 
outposts of civilization. Both men em- 
ploy passing strangers as narrators. 


More important, they both delineate hu- 


man beings with uncommon 

Robin Maugham carefully records the 
interaction of one individual upon an- 
other and balances the scales of person- 
ality finely. Though his characters are 
separated by considerable distances, he 
involves them as intimately with one 
another as co-dwellers in a tenement 
building might be. 

“Behind the Mirror” offers no read- 
fly apparent central theme, but rather a 
series of interlocked occurrences. It is 
a neatly pruned narrative, life-like rath- 
er than studiously patterned, cleanly 
and competently written.

“If a candidate gets up and 
looks an audience squarely in 
the eyes and then reads that in 
1922 some 28,833 eels passed 
through a certain place, every- 
one thinks he has a great mem-

speaker,” Neuberger said. 
Actually, he said, the man 

probably is using an “idiot 

board”—a phrase used around 


TV studios for blackboards, cue 


cards or other devices held out- 


side camera range to aid the 
speaker. 


In his prepared speech, Neu- 
berger said: 

“No one who has followed po- 
litical campaigns in America in 
recent years can help but be con- 
cerned over the tendency to sub- 
stitute play-acting for reality, to 
try to make men seem to be 
something which are not.

The Senator said his bill would 
not prevent use of facial make- 
up or prompters, but added: 

“A television audience should 
be told if artificial means are 
being used to conceal a can- 
didate’s jowls or bald spot or 
beard.” 

He said his bill would not re- 
quire labeling of toupees or wigs 

“because they are not facial 
make-up.” 

“Besides,” he added, “I do not 
know of any candidate who uses 
a toupee just on TV.”

| Committee. He was responding 
to questions from Senator Wiley | 
\(Rep.), Wisconsin, who noted | 
that the formal deposit of rati- | 
fication papers by Britain and | 
France today brings West Ger- | 
many officially into the ranks 
of sovereign nations. | 

“It means Russian policy has | 
failed,” Dulles observed. “To- | 
day marks the death knell of | 
the Soviet policy pursued for 
the past few years.” 

The Russians must now “per- 
force find a new policy” and 
“put the best face they can” 
on the old one to cover up its 
failure,” he said. 

As evidence of such a search 
he cited Soviet willingness re- 
cently to agree on a treaty re- 
storing Austria’s independence 
after stalling for 10 years. 
| Dulles said the Russians may 
| be trying in Austria “to produce 
the results they want in Ger- 
'many,.” He said he doubts “the

MANY OF OUR cultivated grasses in the im- 
proved pastures of the midwest had a tough time, in 
some cases surviving in diminished stands and in & 
others dying out entirely. Yet this is more or less to be 
expected, since most of these grasses were originally 
imports from the cool, moist climate of northern §& 
Europe and it is not their nature to withstand long & 
and protracted drouth. The tall fescue known as §& 
Kentucky 31 proved hardiest for us and we've been F&F 
s to find how good a survival we've had in 
some of the pastures. This is especially true because 
we'd been forced to graze these fields heavily the past §& 
three years. Yet I doubt that any of our “tame” & 
grasses can stand drouth like the “natives” which once & 
grew on the soils of our Ozark country and the Mis- 
souri prairie. These are the big and little bluestem, 
Indian grass and some others; all of which are ex- 
tremely drouth-resistant. 

There’s one thing about which we are certain. 
Whether it be wild or cultivated land, trees and plants 
suffer least from drouth where soils are fertile and 
well-managed and are high in organic matter. Such 
soils not only make better use of whatever water does 
fall during time of drouth, but nourish stronger and 
healthier plants to resist the dry weather.

a | HAVE a boy 16 years old staying with me who is 
quite a problem,” a reader writes us. “He has been 
allowed to do just as he wanted and therefore it is 

hard to keep him in nights. He also doesn’t like to go to 

school though he knows he must. 

“We try to get him to go to church and Sunday school 
and he doesn’t want to do that either. He says he doesn’t 
believe in God. Now what can we do with such a boy? He 
is very much interested in girls and wants to do just as he 
pleases. 

“Please give me some advice if possible.”

YOUR PROBLEM is a very difficult one. Many boys 
of 16 today are indeed extremely unruly, and when they 
are not even your own, it can be very hard to manage them. 
We don't know whether this boy of yours is a relative, a 
boarder, or what. Nor do we know whether you could send 
him away if you felt that he was too difficult for you. 

Assuming that you do have to keep him for the time 
being, we would suggest two things. First, realizing that 
children like this do live for their own personal pleasure 
and really don’t like restrictions or responsibility, we would 
suggest letting up on your demands as much as possible. 
That is, for the time being, don’t insist on church and Sun- 
day school. Just don’t make an issue of this., Many children 
go through an extremely skeptical and unreligious period 
around this age. A good religious background should ideally 
have been provided earlier if it was to be provided. This is 
not a good age, in a complicated situation like yours, to 
work too hard on this particular problem. Just continue to 
set a good example, but don’t emphasize discussions on re- 
ligion.

If you give up on quite a few things, then it will be 
easier to use your energy in enforcing the remaining things 
which you must insist on. That is, cut down the number 
of things that you demand, but be really firm about the 
things which you do demand. 

You might have a talk and say that you realize that 
right at this age his point of view and yours are different 
—and that lots of things you think are important, do not 
geem so to him. Also say that you understand his interest 
in girls and his need for freedom. But, make it clear that 
while he lives with you certain things must be done and that 
you will have to insist on these. Tell him that you will keep 
these things at a minimum, but that you are going to stick 
to them. 

As he sees you giving in a little, it is possible that he 
will be willing to give in a little. 

Does he have any good interests—any clubs or organ- 
izations, an interest in music, reading or sports? How is his 
school work? Do you feel that he has some good points? 
Try to realize that many parents do become despairing about

Garbo s Romance With Perfect Lover 


John Gilbert, Top Male Star of Silent Screen, Tried but Couldn't Get Her to Marry Him 


GRETA GARBO AT THE

OVIE STARS, as everybody 
knows, are America’s un- 
titled aristocracy. Unlike 
many privileged classes of a 
more ancient order, the movie 
aristocracy is not considered a 
burden by the masses. On the 
contrary, the common people 
gladly support the West Coast 
nobility in a style to which few 
of them have been accustomed 
by making voluntary contribu- 
tions at box offices scattered 

throughout the Jand. : 

While willingly granting spe- 
cial privileges to the aristocracy, 
the common ‘people also sternly 
insist that they fulfill special 
obligations. Chief among these 
is the unwritten law that mem- 
bers of the aristocracy must 
never lose the common touch. 
There are many accepted ways 
by which they may show respect 
for this rule, such as signing 
autographs, making public ap- 
pearances, and smilingly posing 
for photographs. 

When Greta Garbo was ele- 
vated to the cinematic aristocra- 
cy, she was faced with the prob- 
lem of trying to conform to its 
paradoxical code of behavior. 
She did her best to adjust to it. 
For example, whenever M-G-M 
asked her to pose for publicity 
photographs, she acceded with- 
out protest. On one occasion rhe 
consented to pose sitting in a 
chair next to a full-grown lion, 
the threadbare publicity angle 
relating to the fact that Leo is 
part of the M-G-M trade mark. 
Another time she donned a track 
suit and spent the better part 
of an afternoon being photo- 
graphed with the University of 
Southern California track team. 

“After her success in “The 
Torrent,” curiosity about the 
new star began to develop. A 
few reporters requested inter- 
views, which she granted. To 
judge from the results of these 
interviews, her comments were 
largely confined to rather obvi- 
ous observations, such as how 
much larger everything seemed 
in Hollywood. She apparently 
said nothing whatever about 
herself. 

That she failed to provide in- 
teresting copy was not owing to 
a disinclination to do so. She 
tried. But she was severely 
handicapped. For one thing, 
she was heavily burdened with 
inhibitions. Genuinely shy and 
timid, she was exceedingly ill 
at ease in the presence of Holly- 
wood newspaper men. Further- 


.more, she was constitutionally 


incapable of talking about her- 
self, as many other people had 
already discovered. In addition, 
she was conscious of her lack of 
extensive formal schooling. All 
things considered, it is under- 
standable that Greta Garbo 
made a vapid impression on 
American journalists in her first 
encounters with them.

IRECTLY after completing 
[) the Temptress,” Garbo was 

cast opposite John Gilbert, 
“the screen’s perfect lover,” in 
“Flesh and the Devil.” No soon- 
er had the shooting begun than 
reports of a heady romance be- 
tween Gilbert and his new lead- 
ing lady began to circulate. No- 
body at the studio did anything 
to discourage these rumors. 

Before Garbo’s affair with 
Gilbert was over, it had become 
a matter of international inter- 
est and taken on legendary di- 
mensions. 

“In the full flower of their 
romance,” the Hollywood chron- 
icler Adela Rogers St. Johns 
once wrote, “Gilbert and Garbo 
were added by movie fans to the 
list of immortal lovers, Romeo 
and Juliet, Dante and Beatrice, 
Anthony and Cleopatra.” 

Though Gilbert may not have 
been a collective modern coun- 
terpart of Dante, Romeo and 
Anthony, he was nevertheless a 
notable figure of the ‘twenties. 
Extremely handsome, with coal- 
black hair, dark, burning eyes 
and flashing white teeth, he was 
without dispute the most popu- 
lar male star of the silent screen. 
In 1926, when he met Garbo, 
M.-G.-M. was paying him $10,000 
a week. Under Eric von Stro- 
heim’s direction, he had made 
a tremendous hit the year be- 
fore as Prince Danilo in “The 
Merry Widow.” which cleared 
around $4,000,000. Following this 
success, he had scored an even 
greater triumph in “The Big 
Parade,” which turned out to be 
the biggest box office sensation 
since “The Covered Wagon.” 

“That was worth doing,” Gil- 
bert once said of his role in 
“The Big Parade.” “All the rest 
was balderdash.” 

Before encountering Garbo, 
Gilbert had been twice married 
and twice divorced, first to a 
movie .extra and then to the 
well-known stage and screen 
actress Leatrice Joy. Neither 
marriage lasted long. Gilbert 
was 29 and Garbo was 21 when 
Clarence Brown introduced them 
on the set of “Flesh and the 
Devil.” 

“It was love at first sight,” 
Brown said recently, “and it 
lasted through many years.”

The opportunities were many 
and suitable. In the picture they 
were making they portrayed a 
man and woman hopelessly and 
violently in love. However dated 
and droll most of “Flesh and 
the Devil” seems when seen to- 
day, the love scenes between 
Gilbert and Garbo project a 
quality of conviction beyond the 
most accomplished play-acting.

FF the set, Gilbert and Gar- 
( bo were also getting better 

acquainted. They often dined 
together, and the young actress 
became a rather frequent visitor 
at Gilbert’s Tower Road man- 
sion, set high on a hill over- 
looking Beverly Hills. They 
were calling each other now by 
pet names. Gilbert’s favorite 
for Garbo was “Fleka,” irregu- 
lary derived from the Swedish 
“svensk flicka,” meaning “Swed- 
ish girl.” Another was “Gee- 
bo”; at other times he _ re- 
ferred to her as “The Swede” or 


“Swede.” Her nickname for him 
was “Jacky,” which, because of 
the Swedes’ difficulty in pro- 


nowncing the letter j, she pro- 
mounced “Yacky.” 

When “Flesh and the Devil” 
was finished, Gilbert asked Greta 
Garbo to marry him—a proposal 
that he was to make more than 
once again. Put off by his 
Fleka, Gilbert abruptly  en- 
trained for a vacation in New 
York. There he was asked about 
the romance in which the coun- 
try was beginning to take con- 
siderable interest. 

“Garbo is a wonderful girl,” 
Gilbert told reporters. “We are 
merely good pals.” The romance 
had temporarily cooled, but it 
was far from over. 

Owing in no small part to its 
well-publicized love scenes, 
“Flesh and the Devil” was a 
box effice hit. The critics di- 
vided the acting honors equally 
between “the screen’s perfect 
lover” and Garbo. She was now 
established as a star. After but 
three American films, she had 
joined the company of Gloria 
Swanson, Pola Negri and Norma 
Shearer, who, as film scholar 
Lewis Jacobs has remarked, 
were “the protoypes of the ultra- 
civilized, sleek and _ slender, 
knowing and disillusiened, rest- 
less, neurotic woman who ‘leads 
her own life’.” 

That was not, however, the 
kind of woman that Garbo, or 
Mauritz Stiller, thought it was in 
the best interests of her career to 
continue to portray. When 
M.-G.-M. selected as her fourth 
picture an inane work titled 
“Women Love Diamonds,” in 
which she was again cast in a 
role that she described as that 
ef a “stupid seductress,” she 
balked, for the first time. She 
refused to report to the studio 
to be fitted for costumes, ex- 
plaining to the Metro officials 
by phone that she didn’t want 
to play “any more bad womens.” 

Back of her refusal was an- 
other consideration of more im- 
portance. Taking Stiller's advice, 
she had decided to make no 
more pictures unless Metro gave 
her a substantial increase in 
salary. She was then in the sec-

ond year of her three-year con- 
tract, and by its terms was being 
paid $600 a week. Since Gilbert 
was taking home $10,000 a week, 
both she and Stiller—especially 
Stiller—felt that an upward re- 
vision in her salary was in or- 
der. 

Louis B. Mayer invited her, 
late in November of 1926, to 
come to his office for a chat. 
After the usual pleasantries, he 
got down to the reason for her 
visit and asked what figure she 
had in mind for her weekly pay 
check. Five thousand dollars, she 
replied. It may have been a co- 
incidence, someone has _ re- 
marked, that a slight earthquake 
was recorded in the Hollywood 
area about the time Garbo an- 
nounced that figure. To think of 
giving her, a newcomer who had 
been on the payroll for little 
more than a year, $5000 a week, 
Mayer said, was completely out 
of the question. In that case, 
Garbo said, she thought she 
would go home, and she did. 

She stayed away from the stu- 


' dio for the next seven months. 


Throughout her extended war 
of nerves with M-G-M, Garbo 
had the moral support of Gil- 
bert. Her defiance of the Metro 
bigwigs, with whom he had had 
many lively and often bitter 
skirmishes, appealed to his 
rakish nature, and he encour- 
aged her to stand pat in her de- 
mands. 

Gilbert’s close friend Carey 
Wilson, a Metro producer who 
was then unmarried, was living 
in Gilbert’s house during this 
period and accordingly saw a 
great deal of Garbo, a frequent 
visitor, with whom he struck 
up a warm friendship. 

“She was in love with Jack, 
and he with her. There is no 
doubt about that,” Wilson said. 
“We used to sit around the pool 


and talk by the hour. She never, 


talked about herself, but she 
used to ask lots of questions 
about Jack. She wanted to un- 
derstand. him. ‘Why does Jack 
do this?’ she would ask; or ‘Why 
does Jack do that?’ I knew Jack 
wanted to marry her, but that 
subject never entered the conver. 
sation. It would have meant talk- 
ing about her personal affairs, 
and that she refused to do.” 

When she was with Gilbert 
and Wilson, she was almost al- 
ways in gay spirits and seemed 
to fancy herself as a kind of 
third musketeer. Gilbert and 
Wilson each wore a loose-fitting, 
wrap-around polo coat with a 
belt that tied like a sash. One 
day Greta showed up wearing a 
coat exactly like theirs. “Now 
I'm one of the boys,” she an- 
nounced. Wearing identical coats, 
the trio often went out together 
to the movies, excursions that 
Garbo seemed to enjoy.

ITH the boys or with Gil- 

bert alone Garbo was talka- 

tive, natural and seemingly 
content. When Gilbert invited 
other guests to his house, how- 
ever, she was stricken speechless 
and displayed an uncontrollable 
urge to flee into the hills or back 
to her hotel. Gilbert, who en- 
joyed having a great many peo- 
ple around him, undertook the 
task of trying to make her feel 
at ease with his friends. His 
principal training ground for 
bringing her out socially were 
his Sunday buffets, which had 
become a kind of local institu- 
tion and were usually attended 
by some two dozen actors, ac- 
tresses, producers and other film 
people. Congregating late in the 
morning, Gilbert's guests played 
tennis, swam, talked shop and 
wound up the day with a buffet 
supper. 

Gilbert hoped that in the 
casual and relaxed atmosphere 
of these gatherings Garbo would 
lose some of her shyness and 
learn to enjoy his way of living. 

“Jack wanted her to be the 
semi-official chatelaine of the 
house on the hill,” Carey Wilson 
has said. “She tried to play that 
role as Jack wished, but it was 
hard for her, Sometimes, when 
the buffet had been prepared, 
Greta would become nervous if 
the guests were slow in begin- 
ning to eat. She would go to 
Jack and whisper anxiously that 
the food was ready but nobody 
was eating. ‘Well, just go and 
tell the people it’s time to eat," 
Jack would say. But things like 
that she couldn't do. What was 
second nature for him was agony 
for her.” 

Regardless of her tentative 
social attitude, she held total 
fascination for Gilbert. 

“I would rather spend an hour 
with Fleka than a lifetime with 
any other woman,” he told a 
friend. ; 


ceed that he announced publicly 
that he and Garbo were plan- 
ning to marry. But Gilbert later 
modified his announcement by 
saying, “I am engaged to Miss 
Garbo, but I don’t know whether 
she considers herself engaged to 
me.” 

On at least two occasions Gil- 
bert seemed close to winning. 
Once, according to Wilson, Gil- 
bert was in a state of great ex- 
citement because he was sure 
he had convinced his Swedish 
friend that they should marry, 
quit everything and go away on 
ar year’s yachting trip through 
the South Seas. So certain was 
he that this dreamy plan would 
be realized that he spent over 
$100,000 in buying and refitting 
a handsome two-masted schoon- 
er, which he christened, in Gar- 
bo’s honor, “The Temptress.” As 
matters turned out, Gilbert had 
miscalculated the extent of 
Garbo’s interest in matrimony; 
the intended bridal craft never 
put to sea bearing the newly- 
weds.

N THE other occasion Gilbert 
persuaded Garbo to elope. 
To minimize the chances of a 
change of heart, he hurried her 
into his fastest car and drove at 
high speed to Santa Ana. When 
they reached the marriage li- 
cense bureau, however, she 
bolted and ran to a hotel, where 
she hid in the ladies’ room un- 
til after Gilbert disconsolately 
had given up. Then she took a 
train back to Los Angeles alone. 
For weeks following this fi- 
asco Garbo and Gilbert didn't 
speak to each other. When they 
resumed amicable relations, Gil- 
bert’s ardor had not perceptibly 
dampened. On Garbo’s part the 
hectic, romantic period of her 
association with Gilbert was at 
an end, to be replaced, she 
hoped, by friendship. 
things have been written and 
said about our friendship,” she 
said in the one interview in 
which she ever publicly referred 
to Gilbert. “It is a friendship. 
I will never marry. ... But you 
may say that I think John Gil- 
bert is one of the finest men I 
have ever known. ... That I 
am very happy when Metro-

Goldwyn-Mayer say I am to do 
a picture with Mr. Gilbert. He 
is so fine an artist he lifts me 
up and carries me along with 
him.

The studio would also have 
been very happy to have Greta 
make another picture with Gil- 
bert, but she remained adamant 
on the matter of money. It was 
indirectly through Gilbert that 
this seeming impasse was brok- 
en. He introduced her to his 
business manager and agent, an 
able Hollywood operator named 
Harry Edington, who had nego- 
tiated. Gilbert’s so-called “mil- 
lion-dollar contract.”

DINGTON went into a huddle 
F with the Metro executives, and 

as a result of his skillful ne- 
gotiating and his clien’t cool in- 
difference, he eventually pro- 
duced a contract that she found 
quite satisfactory. According to 
the terms of the contract, which 
she signed on June 1, 1927, she 
was bound to work for Metro 
for the next five years and be 
paid a starting salary of $5000 
a week. This sum was to be 
gradually increased over the 
years until in the fifth the week- 
ly pay check would reach $6000. 

Though Garbo was now receiv- 
ing the respectable income, even

North’s free double raise was 
a shade light because he had 
only three trumps, but he said 
later—and with considerable 
logic—that a mere single raise 
had seemed inadequate. 

West decided to lead his top 
club. Declarer put up the ace 
from dummy, cashed the king 
and ace of trumps, and then, 
seeing no other play, let the 
club 10 ride. 

The fact that this finesse lost 
would not have been fatal if 
East had been a run-of-the-mill 
defender, because only the re- 
turn of one’card from East's 
hand could hurt South. Most 
players in East’s position would 
not find that card—they would 
either make the supremely fool-' 
ish return of a diamond (“part- 
ner’s suit”) or, just as ineffec- 
tually, shift to a low spade. On 
the latter, South would simply 
have to duck, and West would 
win two spade tricks but South 
would make the contract. 

This particular East, however, 
sized up the situation perfectly 
and returned the queen of 
spades—and that was too much 
for South.

OF COURSE, pressure cook- 
ers are wonderful because no 
‘water is necessary and veg- 
etables can be cooked in just a 
few minutes. Waterless cooking 
in heavy pans is good, too, but 
you must have utensils which 
distribute the heat uniformly 
and which have heavy bottoms. 


It is such a temptation to cook 
incorrectly so far as health and 
beauty are concerned. All over 
the country this sort of thing is 
happening: The woman peels 
and cuts her vegetables and then 
leaves them to soak in water for 
a couple of hours. Then she 
may even pour that water off 
and get fresh water. Then fol- 
lows the long cooking period 
until most of the water is gone. 
What is left she pours off.

BY THIS TIME the vegetables 
are limp and have lost most of 
their flavor, and worse, most of 
the vitamins and minerals have 
gone down the drain instead of 
down the gullet. 

Here are a few suggestions: 

Peel your fruit just before 
eating it or eat the peeling too 
unless there is some reason not 
to do so such as colitis or 
ulcers. 

Peel and cut your vegetables 
just before cooking them. 

Do not let them soak in water. 

Cook them in as little water 
as possible and never pour off 
any of the water you cook them 
in. If you miscalculate save the 
water to use in soups. Keep it 
in a tightly closed jar in the 
icebox.
